Eider sent a ietter to CSUC 
Chancetlor Gienn Dumke's office 
soliciting a response to the death 
of his bill. “But it's only been 14 
days, so it’s too early to get a res-

The California Division of Forestry operates six Bell 
Jet Ranger :206 B helicopters, each with a range of 
360 miles and a cruising speed of 125 mph. By using

hazard in inaccessible areas. Helicopters were used 
for rapid attack on escaped fires where ground units 
were slowed or unable to reach the fire 

Presently, CDF is operating six Bell Jet Ranger 
206-B helicopters — three in the northern part of the 
state and three in the southern part Although they 
have a 360 mile range, CDF limits their sphere to 50 
miles from each home base The aircraft will cruise

By her own admission, it’s not exactly an epic, but 
an eight - year - old in Indianapolis astounded her 
parents and teachers with this first poetic effort 

“Everybody thought using the word ‘inalienabie’ 
was pretty snazzy for a third grader,” says CSUS as- 
sociate professor of English and women's studies 
Mary Mackey 

But that's Indianapolis 

Today, at 34, the young admirerer of Lincoln is 
the published author of McCarthy's List, a novel 
raleased three weeks ago by Doubleday. She also 
received $40,000 fcr the book, the highest advance 
ever given to a first - time novelist 

She's also a poet and a teacher, a filmmaker, a 
screen writer and a feminist who's into transcenden- 
tal meditation. At 24, she received ner Ph.D. in Fren- 
ch, English and Spanish Comparitive Literature with 
a minor in Russian 

Pretty amazing accomplishments anywhere,

_ “I've actuatly lived several! lifetimes,” said Mary 
Mackey as she looked out the window of her CSUS 
office. She was on carpus Monday to autograph 
copies of her book in the bookstore when the sky 


suddenly clouded and dropped huge pods of rair 
an otherwise Indian summer day 

Things like this,” Mary Mackey gestured to the 
thunder outside, “don't 
wonder if someone's trying to say something? 


Certainly not about her book, they're not. McCar- 
thy’s List went into its second printing in its first 
week of publication The movie rights to the book 
are already sold. And while on a year's sabbitaca 
Mary wrote a second novel, The Godmother

The first one,’ Mary Mackey giggles at the 
thought of now having two novels to refer to, “took 
me about a year and a half to write. | gave it to my 
agent who took it to New York and | went into a 
convent for a meditation course. She called me at 
the convent. | said, ‘break the news to me, Carol | 
can take it, and she said she had 12 (publishing 
houses bidding on it and that they were bidding itup 
like crazy 

Crazy is a word that accurately describes McCar 
thy’s List. Written in what Mary Mackey calls ‘first 
person crazy she says the book is about total 
paranoia. ‘Who is responsible and what should b 
done with them for absolutely everything that goes 
wrong in your life. The heroine has everything bad 
that could ever happen to a woman happen to her 
only worse 


Rinda Sue McCarthy (no relation to Senator yvoe 
though her grandmother was an ardent admirer of 
his) is awaiting execution in a Mexican jail for a 
murder she did not commit. "She has the worid's 
worst marriage, Mary Mackey explained. “It lasted 
two and a half minutes. Her husband is a dentist who 
seduces her under laughing gas, and right after 
they're married he has the judge sign the com 
mitment papers to a mental institution 

Due to the shock treatments in the mental 
institution, Rinda Sue has amnesia through most of 
the '60s and upon waking up, asks if Kennedy ran for 
a third term 

‘They teli her they have some bad news,” Mary 
Mackey explains. “But she escapes and meets the 
American People’s Liberation Army, which is six 
hippies so stoned they can't stand up straight, who 
think they're making revolution in the mountains of 
Colorado 

Crazy may be too mild a term for Mary Mackey's 
234 pages of laughs, but the laughs are guaranteed 

“There's one level of the book that parodies ab- 
solutely everything left, right, middie,” said the 
author. “On a very serious level there is a social - 
political criticism about the dangers of fanaticism 
and scape goating. it's one of the first books | know 
of that deals with Hiroshima and McCarthyisrn 

“What | hope to do, although it’s written 
humorously, is to alert people to the serious under- 
currents of society. | think that’s really the duty of a 
writer, and one reason | cecided to write about these 
things is | don't want to see them repeated. It won't 
be called McCarthyism next time.”
